THE WHISKY FRAUDS. 
A WORD FROM THE PRESIDENT. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune, 

Wasuivaton, D. C., Aug. 16.—The whisky- 
thieves in high places who have hoped to escape 
through political influence will be disappointed. 
President Grant has spoken upon this subject. 
and spoken with no uncertain sound. Several 
Western newspapers, notably those of St. Louis, 
have recently made the sianderous boast that 
Secretary Bristow and the Président are not in 
accord upon the subject of prosecuting the 
whisky ring; that the ringleaders will certainly 
escape through high political influence ; and that 
President himself will protect his 
Louis friends. The same state- 
ments have been given publicity through one 
N. C. Normile, who came here apparently 
to seek to engender an antagonism between the 
President and the Secretary of the Treasury. 
These several statements, with many of a simi- 
lar character, which came from private sources, 
were sent by Wilson in a letter to the President. 
This letter the President has returned to the 
Solicitor with a significant indorsement. The 
three closing sentegces of the indorsement will 
find a place among the President’s most notable 
utterances. The indorsement is in the hand- 
writing of the President, and ruus: 


Referred to the Secretary of the Treasury. This 
was intended as a private letter for my information, 
and contains many extracts from St. Louis papers not 
deemed necessary to forward. They are obtainabie, 
and have no doubt been all read by the Federal offi- 
cials in St. Louis. I forward this for information, and 
to the end that if it throws any light upon new parties 
to summon as witnesses they may be brought out. 
Let no gnilty man eseape if it can be avoided, Be 
8 vigilant, or instruct those in the 
prosecution of fraud to be, against all o insinuate 
that they have high influence to protect them. No

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THE MARIWE CORPS THEFTS. 
RESULTS OF LATER INVESTIGATIONS. 
Spectal Diepaich to The Chicago Tribune. 
Wasutsorox, D. C., Aug. 16.— Further inves- 
tigatfon of the alleged frauds in the Marine 
Corps points to the conclusion that the Quarter- 
master, Maj. Slack, is not responsible for them. 
The responsibility eeemé to attach to Capt. Mad- 
dex, the Inspector in Philadelphia, and the con- 
tractors, Barnum & Bros., of New York. It 
is certain that the frauds have been perpetrated, 
and that a much larger sum than $30,000 has 
been stolen. Orders for the arrest of the guilty 
bave issued. The members of the firm seem to 
be beyond the reach of arrest. By some means 
O. C. Barnum, the senior of the firm, obtained 
information that the Government intended to 
prosecute. Almost simultancously with the act 
of commencing legal proceedings, he left home 
with the intention of going to Boston. He took 
the Fall River boat, procured a state- 
room, and went into it. He was never 
afterwards seen, though, upon the ar- 
rival of the boat at Fall River, his 
clothing was found hanging in the room 
with his watch and other valuables in the 
pockets. The Government then took means to 
apprehend the brother, but, strange to say, hea was 
found dead ia his bed, two days after. The Solici- 
tor has, however, notified the boudsmen of the 
tirm that he will transfer the suit as against 
them, as one of the principals being actually and 
the other presumably dead. The money which 
Maj. Slack is charged with not accounting for 
is now, and hes been on deposit in a designate 
depository of the United States, a fact known to

THE CROPS. 
A REVIEW OF TH: SITUATION. 

Loxpox, Ang. 16.—The Mark Lane Ezpress, 
in its review of the crops for the past week, says : 
“The unsettled weather bas been very unfavor- 
able for harvest work, which is everywhere de- 
layed, and the high temperature has 
put wheat in some danger of sprout- 
ing, while its condition must necessarily 
be unsatisfactory. The London market, from 
the constant arrivals of foreign grain, has not 
shown activity or a tendency upward, The Paris 
market has felt some reaction, and rates have 
given way 1 ehilling to 1 shilling and 6 pence per 
quarter. It now seems confirmed there as well 
as here that neither samples nor quantity will 
come up to last year’s, while the condition is 
greatly jeopardized where the gatherings are 
not complete. In Austria and Hungary the 
same sort of result is looked upon as certaio, and 
Northern Europe has had much the same sort of 
weather, therefore the samples must partially be 
affected. Russia reports very unequal growth, 
being most affected by a very early drought, the 
damage from which subsequent rains could not 
repair.

TERRIBLE RAILROAD ACCIDENT.

The great beaver 
nat, which ie such a prominent feature im all 
the pictures the English Mustrated journals 
have given of Mr. Moody, was the first thing 
about the man on the larboard side which at- 
tracted the reporter's attention. When the re- 
porter approached him and said, 

„ GOOD MORNING, Mn. mfoopy,” 

he looked up rather perplexed, and with great 
deliberation answered, ‘“‘Good moraing, sir.” 
The reporter then asked a few casual questions 
as to how he enjoyed the trip and as to his 
general health. Mr. Moody answered all the 
questions rather uninterestedly, and it was 
evident that he was trying to locate the reporter. 
He knew his interrogator was not one of the 
passengers, and bis perplexity was complete, 
The reporter, noticing this, handed his card, 
and, after looking at it, Mr. Moody said, 
„Where did you come on?” This question 
being answered, he followed with another, which 
was asked with a smile and much interest. It 
was: 

Ho did you know me ?” 

“By your hat,” said the reporter,

In dress he is somewhat 
dandified, his black coat and gray pants fitting 
him with Chesterfieldian precision, while his bat 
was a model of style. There is an indescribable 
magnetic influence about the mao, perhaps owing 
in no small degree to his kindly expression, 
which has endeared him to hundreds of thou- 
sands of people. 

Before giving further details of the Herald

DESCRIPTION OF HIM SOME THIRTEEN YEARS AGO, 
before he was known as one of the great Ameri- 
can evangelists : 

„During our tirst pastorate at New Brighton, 
in 1862, a fine-lookiog young men from New- 
castle, Del., used to come down occasionally and 
sing with our choir. He always brought syn- 
shine in his face, and made music in the soulof 
all with whom he mingled. He sung like a 
Christian, and he seemed entirely free from the 
petty envies which too commonly crop out in 
choirs and thrust discord over the communion of 
the church. There was a frankness in his 
countenance and a zeal in his tone and manver 
whieh enlisted the confidence of all with whom 
he associated. Afterward we met our friend 
in Newcastle and elsewhere, and found him 
always the same warm-souled Christian. He 
loved music and used it as he moved amon 
the people, simply, 1 and as a Gospe 
gift. His power in the church to which be 
belonged was equal to that of the pastor, and his 
life was one of barmony and peace, The chil- 
dren clustered round him when he sung, and 
tears of joy attested the spirit which accompa- 
nied the service. And so we do not wonder at 
all that this same young man, now in the ma- 
turity of middle life, endowed with a special gift 
from heaven, is so blessed in singing salvation 
to the masses in Great Britain. We feel honored 
to number Brother Sankey, who is the fellow- 
worker with Brother Moody, as our personal and 
beloved friend. 

The foregoing description of Mr. Sankey has 
been given because Mr. Sankey has invariably 
ziven the meed of praise to his brother worker, 
Moody, and almost always ienores his own vocal 
services on behalf of religion.

In other cases these proceedings are insti- 
gated by malice, for purposes of revenge, and 
to wound the feelings of the person arrested, 
and to put him to inconvenience as well as 
extort money from him. 

While disposed to acquit the present Board 
of Justices of all responsibility for any direct 
complicity in such. proceedings, we under- 
stand that one practice of the old system has 
not been wholly discarded, and that is the 
issue of blank summonses. This is done ih 
this way: A collector of debts, or a person 
having a large number of small debtors, ap- 
plies to and obtains at a time say twenty- 
signed by the Justice, 
but in all other respects blank. The collect- 
or calls upon a debtor and fails to collect the 
bill; he immediately fills up a summons 
requiring the defendant to appear beforé the 
Justice at noon on a day named. At 11 a. m. 
the defendant visits the Justice’s office, and 
inquires concerning the case; the Justice 
refers to his docket and reports that there is 
no such case, and the defendant leaves. 
hour later, the summons is returned, and 
judgment is obtained by default. Twenty 
days later, when the time for an appeal has 
passed, an execution is issued, and in due 
time, on the next convenient Saturday night, 
the defendant, who perhaps had an honest 
defense, is carried to the County Jail, where 
he must stay until discharged in due time

We need not comment on this kind of 
business. Its liability to abuse ought of it- 
self to prevent any Justice of the Peace from 
permitting such a practice. It is radically 
wrong; it is an abuse of the forms of law 
for which there can be no sufficient apology, 
and, if not a violation of the letter of the law, 
is certainly a violation of its spirit. 
It may seem odd that, at this late day, in 
the one-hundreth year of American freedom, 
there should be a necessity for protesting 
against imprisonment for debt. But such is 
the case. The necessity is produced not so 
much from any defect in the law as in the 
abuses of the law,—abuses practiced as a 
general thing for dishonest purposes, to which 
corrupt officers and equally corrupt suitors 
resort, in violation of justice and honesty. 
The remedy is largely in the hands of the 
Justices, who should investigate all the facts 
and be clearly satisfied of the necessity be- 
fore issuing any writ to imprison any man 
for debt, especially when that writ is to be 
executed on Saturday night.

A striking instance of the destruction of 
capital was furnished yesterday in the auction 
sale under foreclosure of the Rockford, Rock 
Island & St. Louis Railroad, a line about 260 
miles in length, running through one of the 
most fertile and thickly populated regions in 
Illinois. The road was built in 1868 and 
1860, at an outlay, as represented by its 
bonded debt, of $9,000,000, and it was sold 
under the hammer at $1,320,000, alittle over 
7 per cent of its cost. It is difficult to ac- 
count for this enormous shrinkage in value. 
There is no charge of extra-bad manage- 
ment, nor of any Credit-Mobilier scheme 
in the construction of the road. In spite of 
its apparent opportunities and advantages for 
securing a profitable traffic, the concern never 
paid any considerable amount of interest on 
its bonds out of its earnings, but continued 
to sink déeper and deeper into arrears, its 
total debt being something over $11,000,000 
in gold ; while the whole property and fran- 
chise were estimated at only about $1,000,000 
in the report of the Master in Chancery. 
The amount bid yesterday, $1,320,000, was 
considered in excess of the actual value of 
the road, which was accepted by the pur-

IMPRISONMENT FOR DEBT. 

If there is one of the ancient legal barbar- 
isms which is supposed to have been more 
universally abolished than another, it is that 
of imprisonment for debt. 
upon the free soil of Illinois it is a common 
thing to arrest and imprison men for debt. 
Without reference to the recent arrest of a 
well-known citizen, it is time, perhaps, that 
public attention should be called to this mat- 
ter. The Constitution of Illinois provides: 

No person shall be imprisoned for debt unless upon 
refusal to deliver up his estate for the benefit of his 


creditors, in such manner as shall be prescribed by 
law, or in cases where there is strong presumption of 


The number of debtors arrested in this city 
and held in prison under process issuing 
from the courts is very small. The arrests 
are mostly made upon process issued by Jus- 
tices of the Peace, and are somewhat remark- 
able from the fact that they are made on Sat- 
urday nights. Under the old system of ap- 
pointing Justices of the Peace, this abuse of 
law and of honesty was but one of a score of 
similar abuses in which the Justices and the 
Constables levied extortion upon all victims 
Part of the system at that 
time was a body of hangers-on, who served 
in the capacity of jurors, witnesses, or affl- 
davit-makers, as they were needed. Since 
the reform in the mode of appointing Jus- 
tices in this city, and in the reduction of their

jn 1787 framed the Constitution of the United 
States were alive to the perils of an inconverti- 
‘ble currency is evident from several of its pro- 
visions. They had seen that Continental money, 
got convertible into coin, was totally worthless. 
They had also geen that some of the States made 
‘such movey a legal-tender. These were crying 
‘evile attended not only with loss to our citizens, 
but with disgrace to us as a people. They, there- 
fore, gave Congress the exclusive power to 
odin money, regulate the value thereof, and of 
coin,” and prohibited the States from 
making anything but gold and silver a tender in 
payment of debts.

It is by no means certain that the 
judgment in the casein 12 Wallace will not be 
reversed. The judgment in the first case was 
pronounced by four of the seven Judges. Tue 
judgment in the last case by five tofour, being 
but a majority of one. If these Judges had the 
right, as they certainly had, legally speaking, to 
overrule the first decision, those who may follow 
them will have the same right to overthrow the 
last and reaffirm the firat.

we understand by currency the legal money of 
the country and that which constitutes a lawful

CONSTITUTIONAL BARRIERS. 

Besides the constitational provisions to which 
I have before adverted to prove that the Gov- 
erament bas no power to make anything but 
gold and silver a’ legal tender, I think it is clearly 
to be inferred from the first clause in the eighth 
section of Article I. of the Constitution, which 
gives to Congress the power to lay and collect 
taxes, duties, imposts, and excises, to pay the 
devis, eto. Can it be questioned that these 
depts were designed by the Constitution to 
be paid only wm that which the world 
had recognized as money? To obtain such 
money, therefore, was the object of the power. 
The taxes, consequently, were to be paid in coin. 
But Congress has made them payable in their 
own irredeemabie notes, aod made these notes a 
legal tender. If this is constitutional, they 
might have made them payable in raccoon 
and made such skins a legal tender. :

Admitting, for argument 's sake, that there may 
be an exigency which requires for the preserva- 
tion of the nation’s existence an issue of paper 
money and the making it a legal tender, does 
any such exigency exist now?

THE NEW BOND FORGERIES. 
New York Sun, Avg, 14, 

The four men arrested for the forgeries of the 
bonds of the California & Oregon Railroad had 
a preliminary hearing before Justice Wandell 
yesterday. The Secretary of Mr. Charles P. 
Huntington, the Vice-President of the Central 
Pacific Railroad. said that the California & 
Oregon Railroad had been consolidated with 
the Central Pacific, and that the latter line 
had assumed all its debts. He was shown one 
of the counterfeit bonds. It looked exactly 
like a genuine bond. But he had no doubt that 
it was a forgery. The counsel for George R. 
Hazewell and George Marshall asked for the dis- 
charge of the prisoners on the ground that the 
witness could not swear positively that the bond 
was a forgery, but Detective Elder appealed to 
the Court to adjourn the hearing to give him 
an opportunity to secure the attendance of the 
District Attorney. Justice Wandell then set 
examination down for Monday, and the prison- 
ers were remanded. 

A veteran Wall street detective tells a wonder- 
ful story of the forgeries. He says that he haa 
— some time that forged securities of 
different corporations, to the amount of half a 
million dollars, were about to be put on the 
market. He got his information from — 
who professed to have overheard the plans of 
the forgers, but as he had no positive proof on 
which to proceed against the conspirators, he 
could only watch them, and await develop- 
ments. He believes that the arrest of Andy“ 
Roberts and Frank Gleason, the Central Rail- 
road bond forgers, and their lodgment in Lud- 
low Street Jail three mionths ago, frustrated 
the operations of the origivators of the new 
forgeries, and delayed the appearance of the 
frauduleot securities fora time. There was no 
difficulty about getting up the bonds, as sev- 
eral skillful forgers were ready to undertake the 
work; but the capital to perfect the plans for 
putting them on the market was lacking. Mid- 
dlemeu who could be trusted had fret to be 
secured, and through them the services of 
reputable brokers to negotiate the bonds. It 
was not expected that the latter should know the 
character of the securities. The detective has 
no doubt of the correctneas of this information. 
There is a strong bond between the forgers and 
the men who employ them that the authorities 
have been unabie to break. 

It is believed that the fifteen California and 
Oregon railroad bonds are the first instailment 
of the $500,000 of forged securities with which 
it was intended to fl the market. Mr. Hatch, 
one of the firm that act as fiecal agents for the 
railroad, says that no forged bonds have made 
their appearance since the discovery of Wednes- 
day, but it is not anlikely that the holders of 
bonds of the road Swill now scrutinize them 
closely, and that this may develop other for- 
geries. A blunder led tothe detection of the 
forgeries. The forgers or their accomplices for- 
got to cut the July coupons off of the bonds. If 
this had been done the forgeries would not have 
been exposed for six months to come, or until 
the payment of the January coupons became 
due. e signatures were perfect imitations, 
and would never have excited suspicion, and the 
forgers would have had ample time to dispose of 
all of their stuff. The blunder in leaving on the 
coupons is supposed to have been made by the 
forgers’ assistants, as no professional would 
make such a mistake. 

The — detectives have be 
only to trace the bonds back to Willi 
is an eventful career. He is of Jewish . 
age. Some years ago he married the widow of 
Commodore Levy of the United States Navy. 
Sho bad a fortune, and they live on Fifth avenue 
and Thirty-ninth street, giving grand entertain- 
ments. He started in Wall street as a reputable 
broker, but soon gambled away the most of 
his wife’s fortune af cards and in stock specula- 
tions. Since then be has been associated 
with Roberts and Gleason. In the summer of 
1878 be was concerned with “Steve” Ray- 
mond in the passing of $20,000 ef forged New 
York, Baffalo & Erie bonds on Ripley & Co., 
of Pine street. Raymond was extradited from 
England. whither he had fled. 

The operations of Edward Hall, who is sue- 
pected of giving the California & Oregon bonds 
to Rae to pass, have been extensive. He was 
concerned in the forgery of $40,000 of the 
Cary City (Pennsylvania) bonds. The bonds 
were stolen before they were signed. The sigua- 
tures were written in by the forgers, and all the 
bonds were sold. He had a share in the forging 
of the Allentown (Pa.) school bonds, of whi 
$10,000 were negotiated, and also in the Union 
Pacific forgeries of 1871, of which there were 
abqut $20,000 put on the market. Hall's father- 
in-law was caught gelling some of the 
bonds. Hall was arrested in Allen- 
town in 1873 on charge of complicity 
in the Gleason and Roberts forgeries. Mr. 8. P. 
White, of Wall street, offered $10,000 to have 
him landed in this city. Portius B. Roberts, a 
broker, and Detective Avmer got him to Jersey 
City, and there he was kept one night, after 
which he was discharged by a Justice of the 
Peace. He got up the second batch of the 
fo New York, Buffalo & Erie bonds, of 
which $20,000 were sold to the National Bank of 
Elmira. He is uoder indictment in Rochester.

The skillful playwright begins hie work 
with the coustruction of a framework, but he is 
careful to cover it well, and in the domplete em- 
bodiment of his conception the flesh and blood 
of neturalness and probability surround the 
bones of the plot.

It was freely charged that the sum- 
mer lard has been mixed up with the winter to bear 
the market in the interest of the shorts. In answer

found Then it was intimated that the 
stocks were reported wrong a menth ago, as was ad- 
mitted te hase been the case with meats, and the in- 
sinusation was favorably received by others as well as 
the grumblers, A good many queried of what value 
are returns which are made up as these are? Each 
man makes up his own statement, and hands it to the 
Secretary, who can only add the figures without trac- 
ing out their truth, and no one else is permitted to 
know what figures have beén reported by any particu- 
tar firm. Hence, if anybody wants to misrepresent 
matters, in his own interest, he need have few fears of 
being bauled over the coals about it.

The Board of County Commissioners held its 
regular weekly meeting yesterday afternoon, 
Present, Messrs. Jones, Holden, McCaffrey, Rus- 
sell, Hertiog, Clough, Guenther, Busse, Conly, 
Lonergan, and Carroll, Commissioner Jones in 
the chair, in the absence of the President. 

The first business was the special order, 

THE TAKING UP OF THE ABSTRACT QUESTION. 

Commissioner Holden called for the reading 
of the reports upon the question. 

Commissioner Guenther moved that the Ship- 
man report, signed by Messers. Holden and Car- 
roll, be first read, which was so ordered. 

The feport was looked forin the records but 
could not be found, no order having been made 
in reference to it except to lay it over. 

Commissioner Clough wanted to know whether 
the intention was to take up the entire quéstion

and dispose of it. 


Commissioner Guenther said the intent of his 
motion was to dispose of the question at once, 
but he wanted the Shipman report first con- 
sidered. 

Commissioner Lonergan moved to postpone 
the consideration of the question for two weeks. 

Commissioner Clough seconded the motion, 
on the ground that new ideas in the matter were 
coming to light every day, and also several mem- 
bers were absent. 

After some discussion, the"motion to postpone 
was put and lost, by the following vote: 

Yeas—Busse, Cloagh, Herting, Jones, Lonergan—5, 

Nayse—Carroll, Conly, Holden, Johnson, McCaffrey, 
Sch midt—7. 

The Clerk then announced that he had found 
a memorandum of the Shipman report, but, in 
answer to a call, proceeded to read the Peltzer 
report, which bas already been published. 

Commissioner Holden then called for the read- 
ing of the Shipman report, and appeared per- 
plexed that it could not be found. 

The Clerk explained that the report bad not 
been made a matter of record; and the orginal 
document was in the hands of an absent cierk. 

Commissioner Holden then moved, that, in 
view of the absence of the report iu question, the 
whole matter be postponed until the next meet- 


ing. 

The motion prevailed by the following vote: 

Yeas—Busse, Clough, Guenther, Herting, Holden, 
Jones, Lonergan, and Russell—4. 

Naye—Carroll, Conly, Johnson, MoCaffrey, and 
Sehmidt—5. 

A communication was read, signed by numerous 
persons, on the abstract question, in favor of the 
bid of John B. Adams to furnish the county 
with abstract books. Referred to Committee on 
Records. 

THE STONE-CUTTERS. 

A petition was next read from the stone-cut- 
ters of Chicago, protesting against the letting of 
contracts for county work to parties employing 
convict labor, setting forth that the contract for 
cut-stone work on the new hospital had been let 
to a Mr. Leach, and that the work was being 
done at the State Penitentiary. 

Commissioner Conly, after the reading of 
the paper, moved a suspension of the rules, 
which prevailed, to introduce the following: 

Resolved, That hereafter this Board will not contract 
for materials to be supplied the county which are 
the products of con bor, 

The resolution led to a spirited di in 
which the furnishing of the stone for the new 
Court-House was discussed, and the vote by 
which the contractor on the County Hospital got 
the contract was calied for and read. The 
r of tbe vote showed that some of 
those who voted in favor of Leach and who were 
bitterest in condemning convict labor, did so 
knowing the stone was to be cut at the Peniten- 
tiary. The opinion was general, however, 
against any of the material of the new Court- 
House being the product of convict labor. 

The resolution was, after several motions to 
refer, adopted, with Messrs. Busse, Holden, and 
Clough voting in the negative. 

THE NORMAL SOHOOL. 

Bids for the construction of the Students’ 
Hall, in coonection with the Normal 
School at Englewood, were then opened 
and read, showing that the completion of the 
$40,000 

when the appropriation for the work was $20,000. 
A motion to refer the bids to the Committee 
on Public Buildings and Public Service elicited 
a spirited debate, whieh of.a personal 
character between Commissioners McCaffrey aud 
Olough, ip which the Court-House and its archi- 
- tect were discussed. 
Commissioner Clough was in favor of the mo- 
tion, for, since it had seemed necessary to add 
the Publie Service Committee in supsrinteadin 
the construction of the new Court-House, it 
been noised that that Committee was particularly 
efficient in such work. . 
Commissioner MoCaffrey arose to a personal 
explanation, and said that he madethe motion 
to add the Public Service Committee in the 
Court- House matter because the Public Building 
Committee was opposed to having a new Court- 
House e as would appear from the 
records. 
} Clough arose to reply, but was 
called to order, and finally allowed to proceed. 
The assertion that the Puplic Building Commit- 
tee was opposed to 8 the Court-House, 
he seid, was false, and he defied the Commis- 
sioner to prove it. Every member of the Com- 
mittee bad always been in favor of building the 
Court-House, but several disagreed with certain 
other members of the Board who had persisted in 
voting that nobody conid build the Court-House 
except one man. He believed that some of the 
members, rather than that any other person 
should figure in the building, would never have 
consented to commencing the work. He had 
never partaken of any euch idea, and the 
records would bear bim out in the assertion that 
he, as well as the other members of the Building 
Committee, had uniformiy been in favor of the 
Court-House, 

The whole matter was finally referred to the 
Committee on Public Buiidings and Education. 

The reports of Committees were next in order, 
all of which have heretofore been printed. 

The reports were adopted, except the recom- 
mendaiion to move certain old buildings on the 
County farm, which was postponed until April 1, 
1876. 

On motion, the Board adjourned until Thurs- 
day at 2 o'clock.

THE PAVEMENT QUESTION. 
To the Editor of The Chieage Tribune ; 

Cutcaco, Aug. 16,—I have read with much in- 
terest the various articles—editorial and other— 
that have appeared from time to time in Tus 
Trrpuxe on the “pavement question.” By all 
means let the subject be thoroughly discussed. 
Only thus can any intelligent public sentiment 
be ereated, for the majority of the peo- 
ple have thought too little about it. Undoubt- 
edly our present pavement is unsatisfactory. 
When new—fresh from the contractor’s hands— 
it is a thing, if not of beauty, at least of most 
substantial comfort, but itis by no means s joy 
forever. Its lame and impotent conclusion” 
I conceive to be the cause of the present agita- 
tion. Our Chicago wooden pavement wears out 
too quickly. Though cheap at first, it proves in 
the end excessively dear. 

Now, I believe there are two weak spots 
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Creosote oil is a product. of petroleum, 


Of course a creoaoted block is not proof against | 


destruction by the wear of wheels and hoofs. 
But, as the woody fibre of such a block will not 
soften in water, it will not mash down under 
Che ape ead, as it grows harder with age, the 

lock should be high enough to endure the fric- 
tion of years of travel before wearing out. 

The other weak spot in our pavement is, as I 
said, the bed on which it rests. As now con- 
structed, the roadway is often freshly thrown up 
from the laying of asewer. It has not even the 
benefit of a few months’ time in which to settle. 
Upon this soft foundation the paving-blocks are 
set. I confess they retain their places wonder- 
fully well! But suppose, in preparing a street 
for paving, we take one that bas had a year in 
which to settle upon its sewer and other pipes, 
or, in default of that, has been brougnt to place 
by a 5-ton roller. Upon this surface let 
us place a layer (I think 6 
would answer) of broken stone,—macadam,—or 

robably broken brick would do nearly as well. 
t this also be well rolled. Upon this let us 
place a 12-inch creosoted paving-biock. We 
should thea bave a pavement that would not re- 
semble a corduroy road iw three years, and have 
to 3 in — if be should be necessary 
to take up portions of it for repairing pipes it 
could easily be replaced. The dirt and stone 
should each be thoroughly rammed before the 
aving-biocks are set. The surface size of the 
Blocks as at present made afford a good footing 
tor horses, and should be retained. The height 
of the block may be varied at pleasure. 

I judge the cost of this pavement would be 
perhaps double that of our present temporary 
expedient, but when once honestly laid it would 
last for a generation. J. R. F. 


TILLEY'S ARREST. 
To the Mitor of The Chicaaoe Triowne : 

Cuicado, Aug. 16.—My atteation has been to- 
day called to an article in the Times of this 
morning, relating to the arrest of one Thomas 
Tilley, on aca. sa. issued by Justice DeWolf. It 
seems to me that the article is quite unkind in 
its allusions to me, and that it tends to reflect 
upon me professionally. A good standing in 
the community, as well as in my profession, I 
always desire to sustain, and I believe I have 
sustained in the past; and I repel any and every 
imputation on the part of the Times, that my 
professional conduct has not been what it should 
be. A jawsuit should be tried in court, and ac- 
cording to law, and even the city’s architect 
should not be exempt from even-handed jus- 
tice. The judgment on which the ca. sa. was 
issued was no fraud, as Mr, Tilley well 
knows; it being rendered in favor of 
the plaintiff, Edward Stende, on account 
of services rendered by Stende for Tilley several 
years ago. The judgment was rendered two 
years ago, and Tilley has had ample time to have 
it set aside if it had been in any manner irregu- 
lar. Ihave not taken any trouble to look up 
Mr. Tilley's ability for contracting debte without 
regard to their payment, but I know of a 
few judgments against him besides the one of 
my elient. Feb. 4, 1875, a judgment was obtained 
against him in the Superior Court of Cook 
County for $75, which was rendered on a four- 
months’ note given in 1872. I know of another 
5 obtained against bim for about 6150, 

he plaintiff to which being: represented by Mr. 
Bennett, a lawyeWof this city. ese have not 
been paid. Mr. Tilley would undoubtedly accuse 
any attorney of being a shyeter, or a queer 
fish in the law,” if he should press the 
collection of the above-named judgments, 
or the many others which, in all 
probability, now stand against him, 
and would probably call the attempt at collec- 
tion ao attempt at blackmail ; but such terms 
are not palatable to the public, and the dodge is 
too old and too much used. It is difficult to do- 
fend successfully actions at law by mere innu- 
endo. . 

The article in the Timesis almost an entire 
fabrication from beginning to end, avd its re- 
flections upon me unwarracted. I claim to bea 
gentleman and a lawyer, and believe myself able 
to vindicate my claim; and I ought to be able to 
practice mv profession legitimately without dan- 
ger of being dogged by the Ohicago Times. I 
am not at all particular what that paper may 
think of me or say about me, so long as it will 
be truthful; but malicious misrepresentation at 
the hands of any paper I despise. It might 
have been a very proper thing for the Times, 
in referring to the assault I received 
in 1871, to have refreshed its memory 
and stated that I was proved to have 
acted the gentleman on that occasion, 
aud that the assaulter paid $1,000 for his blow, 
—an item of no importance, perhaps, when a 
paper wishes to throw spittle.

SALOON LICENCSES. 
RESULTS OF NOTARIAL COMPETITION, 

When a man or woman in the City of Chicago 
wishes to keep a saloon he or she is obliged by 
ordinance to have a license, and to pay to the 
City Collector therefor the sum of $52. The ap- 
plicant is also obliged to file a bond under the 
ordinance for a saloon and under the State law 
for a grocery,—which latter term appears to be a 
euphemism for gin-mill, or drunkard-manufac- 
tory. Each of these bonds must be signed by 
two responsible persons and sworn to. 

The last two words have of late caused much 
strise in the in the City of Chicago. There is a 
fee connected with a legal oata, and the thought 
of about 4,000 saloon-keepers spending 50 cents 
each on seals yearly was too much for the noble 
army of hangers-on and employes at the City- 
Hall and elsewhere, and they rashed wildly off 
and got themselves made notaries without delay. 
‘lo such an extent bas this been carried that the 
trouble is not to find a notary, but to avoid one, 
around the City-Hall. The Comptroller's office bas 
two or more, the City Clerk's office one, the Law 
Department one or two, the Collector’s office a 
lot, and the Mayor's office three or more,—all 
waiting to rake in the ‘“‘ perks” growing out of 
the bonds. The common charge is #1 per sa- 
loon-keeper, i. e., 50 cente for the oaths and 50 
cents for making out the bonds.

DISGRACEYUL AND OFTEN ILLEGAL. 

For instance, one of Collector Von Hollen’s 
clerks is in the habit of filliug out the blanks in 
the bonds and then affixing his notarial seal be- 
fore ary signatures are placed on the documents. 
By this means he attempts to secure dhe return 
of tho parties to him after the signatures are 
made, and the dollar is thus secured. As to the 
legality of such a proceeding there is probably 
no doubt, because the impress of the seal is of 
po more value than a blot of ink unless the 
namo of the notary accompanies it; but as to 
the mortal sharpness of the trick there can be 
uo question. | 

A reporter was present a da or two ago in the 
City Clerk's oftice when the clerk in question 
came around to blow up a notary in sr. For- 
rest ' department for acknowledging an oath on 
one of the half-made bonds above described. It

A LUDICROUS SCENE * 
to witness the bad temper ot the Collector's man 
at being iaterrupted im the collection of dollars 
by another collector, whom be solemnly warned 
and objurgated for interfering with his pickings. 
It is not quite clear whether the city pays this 
clerk for tne purpose of having him collect other 
and outside dollars, or for some other purpose. 
As a matter of law, the Collector's clerk hadn't

MORE DANGEROUS FEATURE 
of the bond business which .veeds reform, and 
will get it with a vim if it be persistedin. Yes- 
terday afternoon a German woman offered her 
bonds in the City Clerk's office for a saloon 
license, and it appeared, on inspecting them, that 
Adoivh Kraus, a notary, bad certified that they 
had been signed, sealed, and delivered in his 
presence, hen, in fact, they had not been signed 
or sealed or delivered by anybody. In other 
words, Adolph Kraus said he had received and 
ackpowledged the signatures of two parties who 
baa signed at all. He had simply filled up 
the bonds, affixed his seal, certified to what he had 
no knowledge of, pocketed the woman's dollar, 
aud sent her off to get some signatures, if she 
could. Anything more flagrantly abusive of the 
notary's duties cannot be conceived. The law

INSURANCE. 

MORE EXTRACTS FROM GREENEBAUM'S BOOK. 

The extract from A. C. Greenebaum's expira- 
tion register, published in Tax Tainune of yes- 
terday, showing how the people of this city have 
been systematically swindied by bogus insurance 
concerns, has caused quite a panic among the 
ageuts and solicitors, who have been engaged for 
years in placing their bogus risks with Mr. 
Greenebaum to escape detection themselves. 
The list in yesterday's paper showed but a small 
portion of this kind of traffic carried on in this 
city. The business done by Mr. Greenebaum, 
as revealed by his register, has been im- 
mense. He placed risks ou anything he 
could get, and accepted from K of a per cent ap 
to 10 per cent; just as much as the parties were 
willing to pay. The agents and solicitors who 
have placed risks with Greenebaum are as much 
to blame as Greenebaum himself, for they were 
all aware of the character of this man and the 
kind of companies he represented. As the arti- 
ele in yesterday's paper had already bad the 
effect of causing many people to examine their 
policies and have their property reimsured in re- 
liable companies, an additional list of insurance 
is hereby published.

THE CORPORATION PAPER. 

Ald. Cullerton called attention to the remiss- 
ness of the Inter- Ocean (corporation newspaper) 
in the matter of publishing the printed proceed- 
ings of the Common Council. The proceedings 
of their body on the evening of last Monday had 
just been sent in, which was a case without prec- 
éedent. He hoped the Council would take some 
action that would prevent a recurrence of the 
same grievance. | 

Ald. Coey explained that the newspaper had 
had its hands full during the past week, and that 
there would be nothing to complain of in the 
future. 

Ald. Reidy and Clarke said that the proceed- 
iogs could be printed the day succeeding the 
meetings if the newspaper so desired.

THE FIAE-MARSHAL. 

Mayor Colvin sent in a communication in 
which Matt Benner was nominated to the office 
of Fire-Marshal of the City of Chicago.

They, 
however, thought that they could not substitute 
other rolling-stock witb the celerity required by 
the ordinance, and this would be a great incon- 
venience tothem. He concluded by moving the 
reconsideration of the ordinance fixing the time 
of removal at Sept. 1. 

Ald.jSchaffner understood that the Company 
had now en route for Chicago about seventeen 
first-class horse-cars of the requisite pattern. 
He thought that the Company were making all 
reasonable exertions to comply with the ordi- 
nance, but he hoped they would not be sub- 
jected to unnecessary hardship. 

Ald. Ryan thought that the reconsideration of 
the ordinance would breed confusion, and he 
hoped that the matter would not be recon- 
sidered. 

Ald. Quirk spoke energetically against the 
motion of Ald.
